HOUGH there be nothing of poſitive Certainty known, in 
reference to the Time when States and Kingdoms Began, yet 
we make no ſcruple to believe that rhey were as Ancient as the 

World. Adam was a King over his Children. Cain, and his 

other Sons, were Kings alſo over theirs. And after the Deluge, 
the Fathers, and the Eldeſt Sons, moſt afſuredly govern'd their Famihes 
with an Authority little inferiour to that which now-a-days Princes aſſume 
over us :. with this difference, however, that as they were Natural Fa 
they were likewiſe ſenfible of thoſe Real Aﬀections which alway enclin' 
'em to Mildneſs and Moderation, and. which induc'd 'em never to employ 
themſelves but in the 1audable Caxe of procuring the Welfare and Repole of 
thoſe over whom either Nature or Fortune had given the Authority of Pa- 
rents or Maſters... In that, far remote from the Politicks of the part 
of Sovereigris not only now-a-days,but of diſtant Ages who de Them- 
ſelves, That the People were Created, and the Throne EreCted for them. 
A- Maxim ſo much the more dangerous, in regard that the Courts gf 
Princes are always crouded with Flatterers, who, without ceaſing, inſtill it * 
into the Ears of Princes, as moſt certainly believing that it is the moſt 
aſſured Means to infinuate themſelves into their Favour. From thence 
come Taxes, Impofitions,. Vexations, Acts of Injuſtice, and Wars. 

That after the Deluge, Fathers and the Eldeſt Sons were Kuzgs in their 
Families, is no more then what we clearly find in the Book of Geneſs ; 
where the Oeconomy of Abraham, Iſaac and Facob, and of the Twelve 
Tribes, 5 exactly laid down before u_, together with the Wars which they 
wag'd againſt the Kings their Neighbours, ,who _ be no other then they 


were,

were, the Heads of ſome certain Families, more-eſpecially in the Time of 
Aorabam, For there is no likelyhood that he could fo eafily have vanquiſhe 
Five Kings at a time, had they been Potent Princes. 

In the mean time we arre bound to believe, that Small and Petty Fami- 
lies, fearing to be 'd, joyn'd themſelves with the more Numerous ; 


who being continually augmented and re-infarc'd by their Afiſtance, were” 


able, in {s of Time, to ſpread thmſelves into Conqueſt, and to ſet up 
Powerfu inions. | 
We ſhall not here trouble our ſelves. to pvc an Account what Empires 
e.the. Re that flowriſh'd in the World, that being none of our Buli- 
wh ; Th cient to tell yee by the bye, That ſeveral maintain the Firſt 
moſt Ancient Monarchy to be that of the Aſhrians : and” that others, 
on the contrary, affert the Monarchy of the Eg yprians to be more Ancient 
then the former ; which, in the Time of Heroaorwes, vaunted to the World 
a Pedigree of ſeveral Hundreds of Kings. Laying therefore this Queſtion 
aſide, which makes nothing to our purpoſe, we ſhall only ſpeak of the ſe- 
veral ſorts of. Government which 'were and are ſtill extant among Men. 
Theſe are _ reduc'd into Three ſorts, under which, 'tis faid, all the 
reſt are {comprehended ; that is to ſay, Monarchy, Ariſtocracy and De- 
mocrary. 
AMimarchy 1s that which refigns the: Sovereign Power into the Hands of 
One Single Perſon, who acknowledges none but God and the Laws to be 
above him. Of that kind are now-a-days the 'Monarchies of France, 
Hain, Ftocthovs, Dennark, Poringes, bz, 
ore mbar admits mto the Adminiſtration of it, a certain 
Number of Perſons, more or leſs, Noble or Burgefles, yet all diſtinguiſh'd. 
— Birth, which gives 'ema Right of Lordfhip ; as is to be ſeen ar 
ice, where the Senate of Noblemen Commands after a Sovereign man- 
ner, to the Exclufion of the Citizens : and the Title of a Noble Venetian 
Os ts bes, and fone-gf the Canons of Horerents eh 
AgNſA4, And 1o0me ” | PHRSEY ars 
err ron Fes the Laws of x Real Ariſtocracy, : 
! wtraty, on the other fide, is that which authorizes a Popular Go- 
vernment.. We hayo at this a af this ſort*in Germany, Holland, 
Switzerland, and the Country of the Grifons, For altho that theſe Repub- 
ticks are govern'd after a different manner, nevertheleſs they are! Demo- 
cratical for all that, with this/Diftintion, that ſome are better Regulated 
then the other. But in regard'ir is not our Bufmeds to enter, in this 4 
1 an Examination of the Defects or Excelhencies of either, we ſhall only 
ecll you, That a Real and True Democratical Government is fuch a one, as 
wherein every thing being well d for the Welfare and Advantage of 
the Phblick, the Nobility has but a ſmall part therein, govern d by 
Perſons of Merit and Vertue, at leaſt thonght to. be fo, deputed by the Com- 
monalty of the Cities and Provinces. , 


Belides thefe- Three ſorts of Government, there axe Two othes reckon'd 
tato the' Number, Deſpotick, and Oligarchith, ;. to which, we may add a 
Third, and fiame it Lacedemmay, | 

ek. Deſpetick, 
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Deſpotich, gives an Abſolute, Arbitrary, and Independant Power to the 
Prince, whole. Will alone ſerves inſtead of a Law ; and who, by virtue of 
that Will, may when he pleafes deprive his Subjetts of their Eftates,/ as alſo 
of their Lives, without any Form of Proceſs, or without any poflibility of 
making any Defence againſt it. - Ad 5. I, 

Oligarchy, tol; perly, is no ether then an Ariſtocracy adminiſter'd 
by a ſmal] number of Perſons, as Twenty, Thirty, or more, particularly 
made choice of. But theſe forts of Government cannot long ſubfift ; be- 
cauſe that the nearer they approach to the Degree of Sovereignty, the 


more ecafily they mount upes it, and the more they are tempted to it. For 
_ | 


ſeveral Ages we have not Governments of this ſort. 

The caſe is not the fame with the Thard fort of Government, which we 
have call d Lacedemonian, m reference to the manner after which the Lace- 
aemomians were govern'd. For they had a King ; bur his Authority was fo 


ſmall, that he could not undertake any thing of himſelf; beſrdes, that he - 


was reſponfible for his Actions to the Ephers, who were indeed the Real So- 
vereigns. Hiftories, both Ancient Modern, furniſh. us: with ſeveral 
of the ſame nature, among which, I ſhall make no ſcruple to number that 
of France, It being certain, that all the Kings of the Firft Race, and many 
of thoſe of the Second and Third, were not Abſolute im the Kingdom as 
now they are. *Tis a thing well known toall the World. We have ſcen 
ſome of em- more then once Depos'd by the States-General; not to mention 
the Authority of the Parlament, which far ſurpaſsd that of the King's, 
A —_—— ———— the Minaftry of Catdinal Retr 
liew, -Fhe Kings of England and Poland are limited after the fame manner. 
The -firft b Parlament of the Kingdom, rhe ſecond by the Dyets. 
However, theſe two Governments are.not alike in all things, for that the 
one allows a more extended Power then the other. 


Among all the Kingdoms of this ſore, the moſt Extracedinacy, in my 
Opinion, was that of in former Times. The People of that King. 


they had ſhook off the Yoke of the Infidels; and: re» 

their own. Country, gade. choice of a King to. rule ofer 0, Mak s 
Don Gercia Ximenes, aGentleman of a Good: Family, to whony they gave 
the Crown ; but upon ſuch ſevere Conditions, that we do not remember. 
ever. to. have heard of che like. For they not only ſhbjefted him to the: 
States-General of the Country, who might Depoſe him when: they pleas'd, 
but they ſet over him a-Chiet-[uſtice, whom they call'> E/ Juſtrtia, who. 
could not be Condemn'd for any Crime, whatever it were, but by::the: 
States of the Country. . This Miniſter was the Conſervator 'of the 'Laws 
which they made-at the ſame rime, and which they call'd by the Name of: 
La-#aoz :, which contain'd little elſe only (ſome Regulations 'toprevent. 
the ambitious-Defigns of their King, and to bind his Hands in fuch a man- 
ner,. that he could make no Attempt upon thew Liberty, - The two prin- 
cipal Articles were, That if the King went about to violate their. Privileges, 
they might chuſe another, either of the ſame or another Family ; nay, though he 
Were a Pugay, if they thought it convenient. The Second was, That, if he 
—_ Swbjett or Valſal, the Nobles of the Conntry being aſſemb['d together, 
ig anfiſens bis Revenae till he had ſatisfy'd _ Party injur'd, ESA 
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Beſides that, they fram'd an Oath reciprocal between the King and 
themſelves ; which was to be taken after this manner. The Chief" Juſti- 
ciary being ſeated upon a Throne, the King came and kneel'd before him, . 
without either Sword, Cap, or Girdle ; and in that humble Poſture ſwore 
to obſerve the Law, Za-Yajen, together with : all the Privileges which it 
gave to the Arragonians. And thee: were the peculiar Terms which they 
made uſe of; We that are of Equal Value with your ſelf, make Tou our King 
and: Lord, upon Condition that you obſerve our Laws and Privileges ; and if 
not, not. bis Law remain'd in full force till the Reign of Don Peary, 
firnamed E! Panal, who not _ able to digeſt this Cuſtom, never left: 

- till by his Intreagues he had -got. ſo throng a Party. on -his fide, that the 
Law Za-Vajon was abrogated by the Aſſembly of Eſtates ; and the 17” ay 
being deliver'd into his Hands, he cut it to pieces with his Poniard, where- 
with, at the ſame time, he ftabb'd himſelf into the Arm, ſaying, That 'twas 
but fit a Law fo injurious to Kings ſhould be obliterated by the Blood of 
a-King : and for that reaſon he was firnam'd E! Pxnal, His Statue allo. is | 
ſtill fanding in the Publick Hall -of the Deputation at Saragoſſa, holding 
a-Poniard in one Hand, and the Atragonian Privileges in the other, which 
appears. wounded with the Blow. that he. gave himſelf, From that time 

orward the Kings of Arragon were no-longer Elective, nor depended upon 
the Nobility / However, the - Officer call'd by the Name of Z/ Juſt:cia, 
ſtill remains, .and, that Employment. is, one of the moſt Noble in Spair, 
He that enjoys it, takes cognizance of all Suits and Complaints againſt the 
Tudges-of the Kingdom ; and Condemns 'em+ to Death, if he hnds thar 
they.. have: given an;Illegal and Unrighteous Sentence. . A Cuſtom. which 
cannot be tooamuch- applauded, and which ought to be'obſerv'd in all well- 
regulated Governments. This would be a means to ſtop the Courſe of fo 
much Injuſtice as is committed in the Palace ;. iu being certain; that there 

| are but too many Judges over'whom ſordid Intereſt prevails ta that degree, 
that ithey care not what Miſchief they doe. Beſides, that it won'd: oblige 
'em:to decide a.Suit.in Law at leaft within a Year, whuch 1s a time ſufficient 
to underſtand-the Merits:of a Cauſe; unleſs' where Wagneffes are far remote 
in Foreign Parts. 1s it not a thing'that cries for Vengeance from Heaven, 
to ſee poor Families ruin'd by the Charges of the Barr, and drill d on from 
one wrangling Quirk td another; for Threeſcore and ten or Fourſcore Years 
together * Yet there is nothing more common, particularly in. France'; 
and we could'cite Fen Examples for One, were it requiſite.  -But we ſhalt 
return to'our firſt Diſcourſe. . | ; | | 

/4-am:-aptto believe.that we have clearly enough demonſtrated what are 
the different - kinds of Government that -haye been, in uſe-till- this preſent, 
and which/are fill at this day | =: web inthe World. But there remains 
one; difficult Queſtion: to be decided, which. in all Ages has. exercis'd the 
Wits and Arguments of Pohticians, That 1s to fay, Which of all theſe 
Governments is-to be Preferr'd the one before the other, and which is moſt 
Advantageous to the Publick? A Queſtion that as yet has never been 
clearly.refolv'd, ſome holding for Monarchy, others fiding with the Repub- 
lican 3 and even theſe are divided among themſelves into different Parties. 
We ſhall not undertake to determin a Queſtion fo dubious as this, —_

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the Pro's and Con's are upheld by 'ſo many Reaſons. - Nevertheleſs, for the 
Satisfa&tion of the Reader, who.probably will be willing to know our Sen- 
timents, we ſhall deliver what we think upon this Subject. 

Deſpotich Government, the moſt Odious of all, as that which authorizes 
all manner of Injuſtice, Vexations and Crueghies, would however moſt afſy- 
redly be that, which without the leaſt Heſhitation we ſhould preferr before 
all others, if all Kings were So/omons, ſuch as of which Monheur Fouquet 

ives us an 4c, in lis Book of the Comnſels of Wiſdom, - But becauie, (6 
Fir from that, the greateſt part of Princes are Wicked and Sloathful, Soft 
and Effeminate, or eafie to be Deluded, we muſt agree-withall the World, 
That .Defpotick Government is Unjuſt,- T yrannical and Deteſtable. 

The Government purely Adonarchical, which follows it .clole at the 
heels, is much more Mild and Equitable; yet afterall, iris not the beſt, be- 
cauſe the roo great Power of a Prince generally-tempts him to degenerate 
into Deſpotick. Deſire of Command being a-Fire, that like the Rage of 
Avarice, never cries it has enough. This 1s no more then what God tore- 
told to his People, when he gave 'em a King in his Wrath ; He will have 
the Tythes (ſays He) of your Cuſ and your Vintage, and will give them to his 
Emnnachs and bis Servants. Ana he will take your Men-ſervants and your 
Maid-ſervant's, and your goodliesÞ Toyng-men, and put them to his work, He 
will take the tenth of Jour Sheep, and ye ſhall be bis Servants, &c. 

This Prophecy has been but too ane bore and the Hiſtory of paſt 
Ages ſufficiently teſtifies, or rather we find verify'd in our days. Not that 
we would be thought to believe that all Kings are animated with the ſame 
Spirit. We weld not do that Injury-to Royal Majeſty : nor. are we igno- 
rant, that there have been and. ſtill are moſt. Excellent Princes, who fac 
from extending their Power beyond the. Bounds of. Law, confine themſelves 
within very-narrow Limits. | But in concluſion, the Number of them is 
but tmall, in compariſon of the Others. _ Sovereign and Arbitrary Autho- 
rity is a Delicious Morſel which it is a difficult thing for frail Man to curb 
himſelf from Taſting, when it is only his fault if he do not : and fome 
there be who pretend to that Equity and Moderation which otherwiſe 
a. would not do, were their Strength but anſwerable''to their Am-

- Neither ſhould Ari/tocracy be: the Government we would make choice 
of,, There isnothing i it but the Shadow of Liberty, where not only the 
Cirizens but the'Nob live in terrible Slavery. Tis true, the Govern- 
ment meddles not with their Eſtates, which- I muſt acknowledge to be a 
great Point, bur it will not permit em: to expend their Eſtates as they 
pleaſe themſelves: for the Government calls the Subject to ſuch a vexatious 
Account, that it regulates their very Apparel, their Servants, the Furniture 
of their Houſes, their Attendants, and preſcribes 'em ev'n what People 
they mulſt-.viſit, and what Company they muſt keep. Reckon moreover 
the continual Fear they are in of (peaking, before a Spye, of an Inquiſitor . 
of State, or of the- Church, who, upon his ſingle Information, is able to 
cauſe the Hanging or Drowning of the Beft Man in the City, Nevertheleſs, 
theſe Inconveniencies, from which no body is exempt in Venice, from the 
Duke himſelf to the meaneſt Gondoleer, are nothing in compariſon of _n

chen can be well imagin'd ; fo that a Citizen, how Wealthy foever he be, 
dares not abide in his Country, if an Ordinary Nobleman have an Anti- 
pathy or but a'(hght Quarrel againſt him, Inſomuch, that inftead of 
One Sovereign, he meets witty/ Seven or Eight hundred before whom ir 
behoves 'tim ro-creep atid cringe. 'Tis true, that in Recompence of this, 
they are perthirred to keep as many Courtefans, and as publickly as they 
pleaſe ; and that they are allow'd; at certain times, torun about im Maſque- 
rade. This is the Liberty which the Fener:a9; fo highly boaſt of, and which 
they many/times ſo infolently brag of, with x here 8//e, if nat at Venice 2 
Neverthelelefs, we do'believe they are not envy'd for it by many worthy 
People. However,” we' muſt. not fay, that theſe hard Laws: which. the 
Senate impoſes upon their Subjefts, are a ſufficient Reaſon for the abſolute 
condemning 'of Ariſtocratical Government, which is Mild of it ſelf, and 
only render'd Severe and Harſh by the Yenetians, Yet they have done no 
more then what they could not diſpenſe with doing, if they intended 
to prevent Qyarrek and Diſorders. - Thefe ponderous Laws are they that 
have eftabhiſh'd their Republick upon the ſame Foundations on:which they 
fixY it above Twelve handed Yeats ago; and which are fo efſential to this 
ſort of Government, that'without*erh jt could not long ſub{ift. 

As for Democracy, we ſhall not fay*much of it, .as being a Government 
that was never well receiv d into this World. ' For though Grant, in He- 
rodotns, recommends it to. the Perfians, Propter illam Tſononsam, or Equa.- 
bilitatem Furs, that, as he ny 6 attends it ; yet Adegabyſus, in anſwer to 
him, GE: For fays hi -Seriſh a. pls Ce nngy fra 
JCerraTeeor, 6c.

It being certain that his Preſence enlivens the Officers and 
Soldiers,, and- that it will avail much more then all his Generals. For 
whichreaſon, the firſt Maxim that we believe uſeful for a King, is to look 
after his own Buſineſs himſelf, remembring an Old Proverb very frequent 


among Merchants, That he who ates his Buſineſs by a Deputy, goes to the. 


Heſpital iy Perſon, Not, that weare of their Opinion, who would have 


a Prince expoſe. himſelf like a Common Soldier, or that he ſhould 


charge 


with his Sword in his Hand at the Head of his Squadrons ; that can never 
be proper, but.when all lies at ſtake, and when there is a necellity either 
of dying or vaniſhing, to avoid an otherwiſe inevitable ruine. But unleſs 
it be upon) ſuch an Exigency, it behoves a Prince to be fparing of himſelf, 
and not ſlightly to venture a Life, which concerns the welfare of ſo many 
People, and upon which depends the Safety of a Country. And let the 
World ſay what it pleaſes, we. never eſteem'd the King of Fraxce the 
worſe for always keeping himſelf without the Reach of Gunſhot. *Tis not 
for a ViRtorious Prince to try all forts of Adventures. A Bare Gentleman 
may meet with Honour and his Fortune in ſuch hazards, but the Riſco's*of 
a Monarch are quite another thing. His good Fortune conſiſlg in mana- 
ging bis Aﬀairs himſelf in his Cabinet, to. dive into eyery particular that 
concerns Policy and War, to command his Armies in Perſon, to iſſue forth 
his Orders,. and tyke care that they be faithfully and couragiouſly put in 


Execution.

This is what ought to be done, and what the King of France has done” « 
And if he had not ſully d fo many Excellent Endowments with a fatal 


Ambition of Dominion, and building his 
bours, it may be, he might be compar'd 


er upon that of his Neigh- 
th the Greateſt of Chriſtian 


rinces that ever Reign'd. But this ſame Paſſion that has tranſporred him 


to put all Exrepe into Diſorder and Combuſtion, contrary to the lape 
of his

Nations, and the Faith of Treaties, will much Eclipſe the Luſtre

Nevertheleſs, the 
Contederate Princeshave had the Patience for teveral Years to ſee this puil- 
fant Enemy of their Liberty continue” his Conqueſts, at a time when it 
would have been no hard matter to have put a ſtop to his Career ; every one 
pechaps believing that the Tempeſt would not fall upon Him ; as if their 


Iyeighbours Houte could be burnt, and yet their own . receive no damage. 


Bur at length, thanks be to Divine Providence that watches over the Pre- 
{ervation -of Nations, they have open'd -rheir Eyes to ſee the —_ that. 
threatens 'erm. They are become ſenfible of the Ambitious Deſigns of 
that-havghty Puifſance, and have put themfelves into a Condition to Rem 
their Impetuofiry. Nevertheleſs, we cannot forbear ſaying, that they 
ſtay'd till the lait Extremity, and that had the League been delay d but 
neer fo little longer, the Opportunity would have been elaps-d. The 
King of France's Aim' was neither upon this or that Province, but upon the 
Empire, upon- all E#rope, upon the Univerſal Monarchy. This was the 
Mark he drove at, and which he -had bour'd for ſo many Years. 'Twas 
the Conje6ture of the Politicians fifteen or twenty Years ago, but now 'tis 
plainly ſeen and underſtood, nor do-the French themſelves difſemble it. 
All the Books that have been written at"Paris for this ſeven or eight Years, 
-and the Verſes that have been there difpers'd abroad, are full of the Prog-

that profeſs Sincerity, we are ſo far from diſguilting our Sentiments, that 
we ſhall ſpeak with the Freedom and honelt Liverty of a good Citizen, 

It is too certain, that conſidering the Condition of Atairs afrer the 

"Battel of Lander, the King of France with his own Forces, and which is 
more; with his Fortune, upon which in imitation of Czfar, he has much 
more rely'd, then upon all the Reſt, might have extended his Conquetts 2 
great way, and if he could not have attain'd tothe End of his Deſigns, at 
leaſt he might have come very near it.

King of | France; and Don Al- 
phonſo, King of Leon alſo, no way approving this 'A&t of Injuſtice, betook 
himſelf ro Arms againſt the Caſts/lians, in favour ot Blanch, who beſides the 
Right of Elderſhip which naturally call'd her to 'the Crown, ſhe or her 
Son had alſo on her fide the Will of the deceaſed King her Brother Henry, 
who appointed Lewis Dauphin of France, and his Nephew,- for his 'Heir. 
Nevertheleſs all theſe ſpecial Titles could. riot hinder-Ferd;nand from ſet- 
tling himſelf upon the Throne of Cafti/le, in fuch a manner, that never any 
Kings of France reign'd in that Kingdom. However from this Blanch, 
the Mother of St. Lewis it is, that they deduce their beſt Pretenfions to 
Caſtile: Let us now ſee whether they are of any Validity or no.

Next Inheritance, that is to fay, the Right of the neareſt in Blood to 
the Succeſſion, is the moſt juſt-in the World, and has been acknowledg'd for 
1uch in all Times and among all Nations. In a word, there isnothing more 
Natural then for Children:to poſſeſs the Eſtates in which they had an In- 
tereſt while their Fathers were alive.

King of Fraxce at this 
Day reigning, believ'd himſelf to have a. right to Stra5bnrgh, Luxembargh, 
the Dutchy of Dexx Ponts, as being Dependencies upon his Crown, not- 
withſtanding the Treaties which he or his Predeceſſours had made, and 
by.which-:they renounc'd their Right to thoſe Places.

Crown of Arragon, by the Marriage of ary, Counteſs of Montpellier 
with Don Pears, which gave that Prince a means to be particularly ac- 
quainted with the Principal Perſons of the Country, who were almolt all 
of 'em Albzgeors; and he liften'd (o. attentively to 'em, that at length, con- 
vinc'd of the Doctrine which they taught, he. embrac'd it altogether, and 
declard himſelf their Pratectour againft the Cror/ſade which the: Pope had 
publickly excited, | with a:Dehgn to exterminate 'em, and of which the 
Count of: /Hontferrat. was the Head. But in regard that at that time, his 
Son, Don: Jaime'was a. Student at Afontpellier, and becauſe that Ciry was 
already fallen.under the Power of the Cro;/ade, they detain'd him Prifoner, 
and.kept him very cloſe till the Year.1213. at what time D. Pedro was

Ardigna is an Iſland in the Mediterraneas Sea, erected. into a. Kingdom 
* by Pope Boviface, who inveſted in it Don Jago,. King of 4rnagen, . up- 
on Condition that he ſhould conquer the AZoors ; . after, which.Dop 
Pedya having incurr'd the Indignation of Pope artzy the IV. by reaſon of 
the Sicilian Veſpers, he declar'd the Kingdom of Sardigna forfeited by: him, 
as well as. that of 4rragon and his Other Territories, and.inveſted in 'em 
Charles of France , the Son of Philip, in the Year. 1282. Neverthe- 
kefs, Sardigna never. fell under their power, tor that the Kings of France, 
tho; pretended. Heirs of Charles, made fo little reckoning. of that Inve- 
Rure, that Philip to acquire a Better Title, purchas'd the Iſland of ago of 
2g0n, together with the County of Afonzpellier in. 1347. But becauſe 
there was but one part of the Money Pa 'd, therefore the King of Arragon 
relinquiſh'd no more then one part of the Bargain, which was the City of 
' Mentpellier and the Dependencies upon it. However: in the Year 1462. 
it was a ſecond time mortgag'd to the King of France,with the Earldom of 
Ronin for the Summ, of 300000 Crowns, and fince that, they have pre- 
tended the ſame Right both.to the One and the Other.

to be Excus'd. For in this; caſe, Princes, mult agree. among.,themſetly

the Queſtion. may be abſolutely determin'd. In the mean time, till this 
Diſpute be decided one way or-other, we ſhall always affert, that Inveſti- 
tures: granted by the.

As to the Sale of Saraigna, made by Fago King of Arragon to Philip of 
France, it could give him no Title to it, becauſe the Price agreed upon 
was not pay'd. The Title then which the Kings of France might ſeem to 
Urge upon better grounds, is the; Mortgage of Don Juan of Arragon to 
Lewis XI, But in regard: it was refign'd and releasd Voluntarily and 
gratis, together with the County: of Rew//illon by Charles VILI. to D. Fer- 
dinaud who took Poſleſſion of i again, and for that the Kings of Spain 
have been ever ſince in Poſtefſion. of it, it may well be (aid that.the King. 
of France has no 'more to-do with it.

FA Ecording tothe Pretenfions of the King of France,the Dutchy of 24a 
is a Dependance upon that Crown, The Title comes by the Marriage 
of Lewis of Orleance, the Son of Charles V. with Valentina Galeazzi. She 
was the Daughter of John Galeazu4, who had Three Children, Giovann; 
Adaria, Philip Maria, and her. (elf. 
, Giovanni Maria ſucceeded his Father, and after he had- rul'd. Nine 
Years, dy:d- without Iſſue, and left the Dukedom to his Brother, who 
left behind him no Children neither. So that after his Death, Yalentina- 
- pretended to the Succeſſion ; as well for that ſhe was the Next Heir, as 
virtue of her Contradt of Marriage ; by which it was covenanted, That 1f 
- _ John, and Philip Maria deceaſed without Heirs Males, ſhe ſhould ſucceed 
to the Dutcby, both ſhe and her Heirs. But her Husband, the Duke of 
Orleans, being kill'd at Paris by the Duke of Bargandys People, and 
Charles his Son a Prifoner in England, where he was detain'd for Five and 
twenty Years together, he could not exert his Claim. Which gave Francis 
Forza, a Soldier of Fortune, and who being alſo the Duke of 44/an's Ge-- 
neral, had marry'd a Natural Daughter of his, an Opportunity tw make 
bimſelf Maſter of the Capital City, and afterwards of the beſt part of the 
Country, except Cremona and Piacenza, of which the Venetians had poſ- 
ſed themſelves. However, the Dukes of Orleans jonny ſill their - 
Claim, made ſome Attempt in the Reign of Charles VI. And Zewiss XII. . 
being come to the Crown, the Marriage of his Daughter Claudia with 
Chaxles Arch-Duke of A»/tria,the Emperor Maximiian's Grand-child was - 
reed to:; who, upon that, Conſideration, granted him two Inveſtitures; 
x one 1n-.1500,. the other 1509; And after that, Alas fell under the 
Dominion of the King of France, by Force of Arms, at rwo ſeveral times ; 
and. Fraucss I. gave an. Inveſtiture of the Dutchy to Francis Forza, the 
Uſurner's: Grand-child ;. from whence they. derive their Title to .this-

(CErtain it is, that Donations ſo. often repeated, are to be accounted” a- 
mong the Juſteſt Claims: that can-be urg'd. We have ſufficiently 
provd it already, and/therefore. we conceive it not requiſite to handle this 
Queſtion oper again. Only we mult ſay, that theſe Donations have been 
practisd in Ages, and approvd in Sacred Scripture, as may be ſeen in 
the Books of Exodrs and Leviticus. Tis alſo true, that after a Solemn 
and Voluntary Donation, more-eſpectally when it was attended with x 
Safe Protection, there is no withdrawing from it, without incurring the 
Crimes of Rebellion and- Felony : but all this no way ſupports the Pre- 
tenſions of France. Now to make a Solid Judgment of the Matter, we 
muſt go back to the Spring Head, whether it were in the Power of the 
Genoeſes to give themlelves to- the King of France, Tis Evident then 
that they could not. Seeing that from the time that they were Con- - 
quer'd by Charlemain, they became Members of the Empire, from which 
thay were never ſeparated fince, neither under the Reign of Lewis the De- 
bonair, nor that of Lathaires, nor any other of the Enaperors that reign'd 
ſince them, to the Year 1324 at what time out of their Natural Incli- 
nation, they alter'd their Government, and made choice of a Particulat 
Duke amon vr=g 6 who was Dominico Fregoza, Nevertheleſs, they 
utely ſeparate from the Empire, but. they pretended not 
to acknowledge ir for the future; but under the Title of Protection : and 
becauſe they conld have been glad not to have held of it all, arid yet were 
afraid of being Outlaw'd , they thought they could not take a bettex 
Courſe, then to ſhrowd themſelves under the Protection of France, - This 
was-their Policy in their firſt Inſurreftion. - But in regard that as Mem- 
bers and Subje&ts of the Empire, they were oblig'd to keep themſelves fix'd 
to it , neither had they any Right ro withdraw themſelves from 1t.

*T Is above Twelve Hunder'd entire Years {ince Savoy was tic firſt time 
united to the Crown of France, Clowns having woh it from Gondebard 
King of Byrgandy, who had fided againſt him with Alwick,, King of the 
Goths, inrevenge of which, Cloxis expell'd him out of his Dominiogs, and 
reduc'd him to a Penſion. But atter his Death, he remain'd Lord and. 
Maſter of it, in Right. of his Wife Clots/aa, the Daughter of Gyndebaud, 
who dy'd without Mue ; and after that, it was never divided more from the 
Houſe of France, tho' it had been given ſeyeral times in Apparnage, to the 
ſecond and third Sons, till the Emperor, Charles the Bald, gave the Ancient 
Kingdom of Burgundy to Bozo, Count of Arles, to which: he joyn'd $a- 
voy, unger Fealty and Homage to the Empire, . of which it has always 
been a Movigg Fief fince that time. - |

'em. But amongali thoſe which ſhe-produces, and which fignifie-nothung, 
vhis is one of the thgheefh, Lathariws the Emperor had: Lorrain in the Par- 
ritior> of his Dividend; afterwards it fel ro his Succefors, and na

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united to Fraxce, but by the Uſurpation of Charles the Bald : which was 
ſo clearly acknowledg'd by the States of rhe Kingdom,that they thoughe it 
their Duty to reſtore'1t to Chartes the Groſ7,as an Inheritance thar belong'd 
to him. Now what lawful Title can the Kang of France deduce from all this? 
Is Uſurpation then - a good Title, and Reſtitution of an ill got Eſtate a 
bad Title > For this is that which muſt be granted to authorize his Pre- 
tenſions.

-He 
treated with a poor Prince, who was crazd in his Underſtandive, looſe 
and wayering in' his Judgment , and who ſaw himſelt in-the-Poweref a 
Potent Enemy, without any Forces to oppoſe him ; and, laſtly, who re- 
tracted fix Months after from what he had promis'd.

*T" 16 needleſs here to ſet forth, how the City of Avignon depended at 
T the Beginning upon the Kingdom of Burganay, and afterwards upon 
the Earldom of Provence ; 'tis ſufficient that the Kings of France have poſ- 
ſed the ng by vireye of the other, upon the fame Tile they preteydat 
this day to the Sovereignty over it, at leaſt, _ 58h 
Joan III. Queen of Naples, ſold the County of Avignon to Clement V. 
for Sixty thouſand Florins; and this Donation was afterwards confirm'd 
by St. Zew:s,"to terminate the Difference which he had with the Holy See 
ouching the Upper and Lower Largnedec ; in which the Pope j 
havexconfiderable Intereſt, as having been won from the: Albigeois by 
he Arms of the Church, againſt whom ſhe had fent a Croiſade under _the 
ang” of the Count d AMortforr, That War was remarkable for the 
woFFive Kings that perifh'd therein ; and' for the famous Bartel of 
Afiret, herein Don Pearo, King df Arragon, was ſlain. This Batrel was 
bo the Year 1206. After which, the Count of Aontfort being 
of the Country,, commirte; moſt horrid*Murthers .and Maſſacres 
of thoſe poor People who were 4o ftedfaſt in their Religion, that withour 
any helration, they flung themſelves-into the middle of the Flames with 
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their Children in their Arms, rather then renounce their Faith ; neverthe- 
leſs all theſe Cruelties which they made uſe of againſt 'em, were not ſuf- 
ficient utterl 'to exterminate 'em ; only they did, not appear ſo numerous 
as before, il] the Year 1534. at what time Cats openly Preach'd thoſe 
Do&trines which the Reformed averr to be the ſame with thoſe which the 
Albigeois profeſs d. But to return to our Subje&t : The Pope believing 
that afrer thoſe People were _n—_—_ reduc'd, their Country belong'd to 
Him, ereGted it into a Kingdom, and inveſted the Count'de Morfort in it, 
under the Title of King of Preitania. | 
The King of Fraxce, as in Juſtice he might doe, oppos'd it, alledgin 
that Gaſconie and Lange ad of a long time belong'd to him, -- 
that if his Subjects had rebeA, and had embrac'd Erroneous Opinions in 
deſpite of his Commands, that was no ſufficient Reaſon why he ſhould 
loſe his Provinces, anciently and lawfully annex'd to his Crown, Never- 
theleſs, becauſe he was well enough acquainted with the Spirit of Rowe, 
and for that he fear'd the Conſequences of that Election, he wheedl'd off 
the Count of Afonntfort, and to make him amends, adyanc'd him to be 
Canſtable of France, and gave him the Governments of Poitow and Tox- 
rain; and as for the Pope, he pacify'd him likewiſe, by giving and rc- 
ſigning to him anew, the Gay of Avignon, together with the whole Coun- 
ty, which was poſleſs'd by the Holy See already. Whether the King of 
France did well and Politickly in granting ſo many Honours and Eſtates 
tothe Count of Afontfort, upon whom he ought to have look'd as his 
Enemy,or at leaſt as a Perſon very much to be ſuſpected, we ſhall not go 
about to determine : for the Court of Rome was very Potent at that time. 
_ $heexcommunicated and depos'd Kings for a Trifle ; nor was there any 
Violence or Cruelty which .ſhe did not commit under pretence of Re- 
ligion. This is the Nature of that Court, which will never alter : for 
tho' ſhe be much fallen from that high degree of Grandeur .and Puiſlance, 
yet her Genius and her Inclinations are {till apparently to be diſcover'd by 
rhe Dreadful Juriſdiction which ſhe Exerciſes in her' Tribunals of the 
Inquiſition. The way which ſhe took. t6 make her felf Miſtreſs of the 
County of Yeneſftn, is another Proof of the ſame Aflertion. For the Count 
of St, Grles, who was Lord of it, being inform'd by the Complaints of a 

r Widow, that the Curate refus'd to bury the Body of her Husband, 

Ld ſhe had not ready Money to pay him upon the Nail, was fo in- 
censd at ſuch a piece -of Inhumanity,that to make him anExample,he com- 
manded a deep Hole to be made in the Ground,and that the Curate ſhould 
be buried alive, ——_ with the dead Corps, which already began to be 
very noiſome. The Pope, who at that time lay at Avignon, order'd the 
Count to be ſeiz'd, Excommunicated him, and ſhut him up in a dark 
and cloſe Dungedn, where he made him doe Penance for ſeveral Years i«. 
pane Doloris, & aqua Anguſtie. After which. he let him out to undergo. the 
Amende Hoxorable, his Shirt hanging out, lis Hands ty d behind him, and 
bare Foot; thus he caus'd him to be lead through theStreets inProceſſion,and 
Whipp'd as he paſs'd along : and all this done, he forc'd him to renounce 
his Right to all his Lands and Lordſhips, and then ſent him to Prifon 
again, there to end his miftrable a__ which were not many ; for beinz 
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expos'd of a ſudden to the Light, afrer a Tedious Impriſonment as it were 
"m utter Darkneſs, befides the beveriry of his Whippmng, all this together

Hunder'd Years, during which time they namic -- pure the Popes, 
and held 'em in & great Subjettion, that rhey were-oblig'd to have frequent: 
Recourſe to the PrereRtion of the: Conſtantmopolitan Emperors, or the: 
Kings of France, _ Among the reſt, Pope Zachary call'd in King Pepzs ro. 
his a1d, .about the Year 768. agginft Rachiſns, Duke of Frix;, who was c-. 
k@ed iGne of the-Lowhands , after the Death. of Ls1prand, And Hiſtory 
reports, that Pepin, aftcr hehad paſs'd the Mountains, went to Rome, where: 
he was Crown'd King of Fravce ; after which, hemarch'd againſt Rarhi/us 
and bemg Juſt" ready to join Battel, he made a Solemn Vow, and 31fo- 
caus'd Letters Pattents to be drawn'up in. due Form, to give the Exarchac 
of Ravenna, which contain d Sixteen/Ciries, aifl. the Country of Pentapelss 
that comprehended Thirteen, to the See of Rowe.. In performance of 
which, after the Defeat of Rachi/ss, be himſelf lay'd the Keys of af thoſe 
Cities upon St. Peter's Altar, by that fame ACt to render his 'Donation ſo. 
much the more Authentick ; reſerving to. himſelf of the whole Country 
nothing but the Sovereignty: only. However, ſorne time after, Didier, 
who ſucceeded Rachiſns, having once more defpoyl'd the Pope, Char lem:ain 
came aghis Father, mto Zaty, of which he made himſelf fole Maſter, after 
the 'Defext of Diazer at the famous Battel' of Yer/c:/, where he was taken. 
Priſoner and fent into France. Afﬀter this, Charlemain march'd- direly_ - 
to Rome, where he was Crown'd Emperor, and confirm'd to Pope Adrian 
the Donation which Pepin had made to. his Predecefor of the Exarchie 
andthe Country of Penrapelss. - And upon thele two Danations it is, that 
. the Kings of France ground their Prerenſions to - Ecclefiaſtical Eftate ; 
for which they have ſeveral times demanded Fealty and Homage of the 
Popes, who as they ſay, were not inveſted but upon that Condition.

T Here: are many Kinds of Donations ; but not to loſe Time in un- 
folding 'em one after the other, we ſhall only ſay, that they may' be 
generally reduc'd to two ſorts, The-one is without any Referre or Re- 
{triction ;. fo that he who gives, has no longer any Right or Claim to any 
Acknowledgment, . or otherwiſe for the Thing given, which becomes from 
that very moment the Proprigy of him who receives and accepts it. Thefe 
kinds of Donations . wese formerly forbid among the Corinthians, and 
ſome other People who took'd 'crm as mink; bur they were after- 
wards authorizd by the Law of the Twelve Tables; and more particutarl 
by the Law of Chriſtianity, which recommends. to all the World the AR 
of Gwwwmg, withour-any Expectation of Recompence, but that of Welt- 
Domg, according to the Prerept of the Goſpel, het it is better fo Grve 
rhen 10 Receive, more-cfpecially ro thoſe who are in want. The Second 
ſort of Donation properly concerns the Ufutruftuary Enjoyment and Be- 
nefit only of the thing given; fo that He who receives 1t, is after that 
bound to. Acknow ent and Fealty to his Benefattor. All Fiefs 
in Capite held of the Crown, are of this Nature, Now the 
Queſtion s, whether the Donations of Pepin and Charlemain are of this 
Second Natuce. For in this cafe there is no contending with Fravxce for 
theRight of bemeenigns over the £xarchat and Pentapolis, Butin regard 
the Onginals of theſe Ancient Aﬀts are loft, we are oblig'd to refer our 
ſelves to Hiſtory, which aſſerts nothing Poſitive as to this Matter of VaR- 
It only tells us, that after thoſe Donations, the Popes had fo great a Reſpect 
for the Emperors and Kings of . France, that Pope. Adrian being cited betore 
Lewss the Debonaire, he made no Scrupleto appear m order ro the juſtify-

Pepin had made the Donation. before Charlemain, and that the Latter dich 
but confirm the Donation of the Former, that Reaſon would not be of. 
any force. The only Reaſon therefore that can be alledg'd: ﬀ| the 
Pretenſions of France in this caſe is, that they are a y preferi'd and 
loſt by vertue of a Pollelfion of ſeveral Ages; befides, that it is of as =_ 
Importance for the Good and Repoſe of .Enrope, that the Pope ſhaulgnoe 


be (ubje&t to any Prince, as it is of higheſt Moment that he ſhould: not 
uſurp any Right or Authority over the Temporalities of Princes. The-Rea- 
ſon is, becauſe the Monarch of whom heheld, wherher Emperor or. King 
of Fraxce, who are already but too potent, would then become more 
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werful fill, by mean3 of the Spiritual Power which they would then - 
have at Command as well as their own Temporal. So that 'tis the Intereſt

His County or Earldom, which is very large, was always united to the 
Earldom of Provence, of which it made one part, till the time of 
Joan, Queen of Naples, whom Charles de Daras put to death.

Adding, that it fignify'd 
nothing to alledge the Voluntary Submiſſion of the Inhabitants, who had 
no Right to withdraw themſelves from their Obedience due to their Law- 
ful Sovereign. Theſe were Ren?'s Reaſons at that time, upon which he 
undertook a War againſt the Duke of Savoy ; and theſe are the Reaſons 
aw = King of France alledges to juſtifie his Pretenfions to the Coun- 
ty of Nice.

T Here was never any thought of pretending to the Dutchy of Deux 
Ponts, nor to the Fincipality of Adontbelliard, till after the Ereting of 
a Chamber of Tuſtice at Adetz. The Sieur Ravaxx having found it out 
in his Papers, that both the one and the other were Fiefs held i» Capits of 
the Biſhoprick of A4erz, notice was given of it to the King of Swedey and 
the Prince of ontbelliard, and upon their Refuſal tov pay Homage and 
Fealty, they were outed of their Poſſeſſions, more-eſpecially the Prince 
of Meontbelliard; for as for the King of Sweden he never enjoy'd his 
Dutchy. The King of France had taken care from the Beginning to 
make himſelf Maſter of it, under pretence of keeping it till the Difference 
between the King of Sweden and his Uncle Aer, was decided. For 
the firſt pretended to it as Heir to the King his Father, and the latter as 
neareſt of Kin to the laſt Duke, and conſequently Preſumptive Heir. 
The King of France, who would have been glad to have had the King of 
Sweden tor his Feudatary, made him an Offer of the Dutchy, provided 
he would doe him Homage. But that Prince who. has: a Courage too- 
haughty to ſtoop, and who began to diſguſt the Proceedings of Fraxce, 
fitively declar'd, That he would never accepr the Inveſtiture of that 
Dutchy bur from the Emperor, of whom the Dutchy really and truly held. 
So that the King of France being nettId with that Anſwer,gave it the Prince* 
of Birkenfield, who having no Title to 1t, accepted it with Joy upan any. 
Condition they were pleas d to unpoſe upon him. | le

o Y the Partition of his Empire which Conſtantine the Great made to 
© his Children,the Weſt fell to the two Younger Sons, under the Title 
S -of the Weſtern Empire ; which ſubfiſted in the Perſons of the Suc- 
ceſſors till Aug»ſt=lzs, who loſt it in the Fifth Age, to the Goths, 
Vandals and Lombards, who ſackt and ruin'd my Corner of it, infomuch 
that itwas abſolutely diſmember'd ; which occafion'd the Riſe of {@ many 
Petty States. For every Prince and every Government ſeizing upon a Frag- 
ment of this prodigious Wreck, ſome parcell'd ont for themizlves an Earl. 
dom, 'others'a Dutchy : Some Cities alfo, taking their Advantage of the 
Revolution, regain'd their Liberty, and ſet up Republicks. But art length, 
after an Interval of about Three hundred Years, the' Weſtern Empire came 
: t© 
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to be eſtabliſh'd in the Perſon of Charlemain, who re-united under his Im- 
perial Dominion, Germany, [taly and Spaiz, from whence he expell'd the 
Moors. In the Year 800. he was. Crown d Emperor by Pope Zzo, to whom 
he gave the Exarchat of Ravenna, or rather, confirmm'd the former Dona- 
tion of Pepin his Father. And two Years after, the Partirion of the Two 
Empires was adjuſted with Nicephoras, Emperor' of the Eait ; and rhe 
cp" vg or Caſtiliano, was agreed to be the Bounds of Both Empires 
in 47Aazy: | | 
Certain it is, that in this Third Re-eſtabliſhment, or Foundation of rhe 
Third Empire, it was Hereditary ; for that all Hiſtories teſtifie, That 
Lewis- the Debonaire ſucceeded Charlemain, Lothaire Lewis, and 19 the 
reſt, without the leaſt Scruple or Contradittion, tor a Hunder'd Years and 
more together, while the Carlovingian Race reign'd in-Germany ; till being 
Extinct by the Death of Char/es the Groſ7, Conrade Duke of Franconia was 
_ Elected Emperor by the Princes, Ecclefiaſtical Lords, and the Depuries of 
-the Cities repreſenting the People. The. Cities allo, and Lords of ray, 
had a Determinative Voice at thoſe Ele&tions, as it is apparent by the 
Elections of Henry IV. Lothaire[T. and Conrade III. But atter Frederick |. 
the Germans appropriated to themſelves alone the Right of Elefting the 
Emperors ; and in proceſs of time, it was contracted into the Hands of 
Seven great Officers of the Empire, which at this day are call'd Electors. 
It would be a difficult thing to affirm poſitively, when or how this was 
done : for it we may believe Cardinal Zaronizs, it was Pope [-nzxent IV, 
who inſtituted the Seven EleCtors in the Firlt Council of Lion, in the 
Year 1245. But if we will referr our (elves to Thxanns and Textor, it was 
the Emperor Otho 11I, who created 'em, in the Year 1001. Or if we will 
follow the Opinion of the Abbot of Vſpergh, this Conſtitution was con- 
cluded under the Reign of Frederick I]. mn an Aflembly of the Princes. 
However it were, it is acknowledg'd by all the World, that Charles IV. 
confirm'd this Cuſtom of EleQtors by a famous Decree call'd the Golden Bulk, 
by reaſon of the Seal of Gold that is affix'd to it. It was made; read, and 
publiſh'd in the Diet held at Norimberg, in_ the Month of Janwary, 1356. 
and contains all the Regulations requiſite for the Form and Ceremonies of 
Elections, and whatever concerns the Government of the Empire ; which 
hitherto has been rigorouſly obſerv'd, without the leaſt Innovation, only 
that the Number of Elettors, which was no more then Seven at firſt, that 
3s to ſay, Three Ecclefiaſtical, the Archbiſhops of Adayence, Treves, and 
Cotogne ; and Four Secular, the Duke of Saxony, Count Palatine, Marquis 
© of Brandenburgh, and King of Bohemia; of latter Times there have-been 
added Two more, the Duke of Bavaria, and the Duke of Hanover, * © 
But that we may return to the Emperor's Pretenfions to France, we 
muſt fay, That they are grounded upon the Partition made among the 
Children of Lewis the Debonaire, This Partition was regulated and oungr'd 
in his Life-time. However, after his Death, the Sons not fatisfy'd;

Country .-beyond- the Soxe, and the Rhine, where now lie Franabe Conte, 
the Savoy, the Daxphinate, Provence ; and in ſhort, all 7aly fell to Lo- 
thaire, who was the Eldeſt.: Lewis Il. had Germany and Hangar) : and 
Charles the Bald, the Youngeſt of the Three, had France for his ſhare, 
upon Condition, however, Tq,hold.of the Emperor Zethaire by Fealty and 
Homage as well as his Brother Lewis: and in caſe they happen'd ro die 
without 1ffue, that- their Dominions ſhould be united to the Emperor : 
whick happen d in the Perſon of Lewis, firnam'd the Germanic. Upon this 
Homage, agreed by Charles the Bald to his Brother, 1t 1s, that the Empe- 
rors ground their Pretenfions to the Crown of France., 


Enquiries into the Pretenſions of the Emperor to-France. 
Y E have already ſet forth the Pretenfions pf France to the Empire ; 
now you have heard the Pretenſions of the Empire to France. The 
bufineſs is, how to reconcile ſuch different Intereſts as theſe of which we 
have alreadyſpoken, and thoſe of which we are now todiſcourſe, Without 
doubt, it would prove a Matter of great Difficulty ; fo that we ſhall nor 
undertake to preſcribe the Means. We only ſet down Things as they are ; 
and we ſet forth, in our Enquiries, one part of the Reafons pro and con, 
' without pretending to captivate the Sentiments of the Reader, who may 
diſpoſe of his Judgment as he pleaſes, which 1s a Right of his, that in 
Juſtice ought not to be anticipated. According to this Maxim then, we 
muſt aſſere, with the ſame Sincerity which we profeſs, That the Claims of 
the Empire, though they are of a freſher Date then thoſe of France, yer 
are they. not ſufficient to authorize a pul Moleſtation of the Moſt Chriſtian 
Kings, We know likewiſe very,well, that it is not above Two hundee'd 
Years ago, that an Emperor came into Frarce, and that he was receiv'd at 
Paris with the Ceremonies that were anciently obſerv'd at Rome upon the 
Entries of the. Emperors ; for he was preceded, though at high Noon, 
with Two hunder'd Flambeaux of Virgins Wax 3 the Peers of the King- 
dom were preſent, and all the Courts of Juſtice went to gs him, 
In the ſame Capital City alſo he exercis'd all the moſt Eſſential and Re- 
markable As of Sovereignty : for he took 'his Seat in the Parlament, 
created Knights, and declar'd Count. 4nadens Duke of Savoy, and Prince 
of the Empire. To this may be added, That in the Impartial Reign of the 
Carloaingian Race, France held of the Empire ; and that after the Death 
of . Charles . the Groſs, Conrade caus d Charles the Simple to acknowledge 
Fealty, and do him Homage. And laſtly, That Charles VI. made no 
ſcryple to accept of the Title of Vicar of the Sacred Empire, which render'd 
kim Inferior to rhe Emperor, But after all, rheſe Reaſons that were good 
Fa.” | | at 
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at that time, ceaſe to be ſo now. If they would have preſerv'd 'em, they 

ought to have kept 'em up, and renew'd 'em, from time to time, by Ads 

of -Sovereignty,, by Demands and Proteftations, and not to have ſuffer'd 

'em to lie dormant for above Two Ages : wo being ſufficient to

THe Pretenfions of the Emperor to theſe Three Cities, extend no further 
+ then only to rhe Sovereignty, and conſequently are well grounded ; 
becauſe 'tis well known that they have all along been Fiefs immediately de- 
pending upgg the Imperial Crown, as well as that of Zzege, which is at 
this day a MemBer of the Empire. x 4 

'Tis true, that in the Year 1090. when Goafrey of Boxillon, Duke of 
Lorrain, was preparing for his Expedition to the Holy Land, .theſe Four 
Cities, which were his own by Right of Property, redeem'd themſelves out 
of his Hands, Metz gave him a Hunder'd thoutand Crowns, Zizge a Hun- 
der d and fifty thouſand, To! Fifty thouſand, and Verdun Thirty thouſand. 
But befides that this Sale, by virtue of which they became Republicks, 
was fo far from giving any Right to France, that it diſplays the Injuſtice 
of her Poſleſſion, it may be added, That Goafrey hail no Right to ſell, nor 
did he really ſell any more then his own Property, without any Prejudice 
to the Sovereign Rights of the Imperial Crown. However 1t were, .tis 
Certain, that from that time, till the. Year 1551, they continu'd Free and 
Imperial Cities, ſuch as at this day are T4, Fravifors, and Norimberg, 
excepting the Authority of the Biſhops .in thoſe Places, which-was much 
like that which the Biſhops of Liege and Aunſter enjoy in their 
Cities. t 
This continu'd (as we have ſaid) till the Year/1551. at what time they 
fell under the Obedience of the Kings of France. For the Emperor, 
Charles V. at that time moſt violently perſecuted the Proteſtants of Ger- 
Many ; who thereupon call'd to their Afiſtance Henry I]. as being the 
greateſt Enemy Charles had, and the moſt . able to detend 'em, Her 
ſent the Conſtable Aontmorency with a: powerful Army, who. would needs 
paſs thorough Merz, Preſently the Citizens, not dreaming of any Harm, 
open'd their Gates, and let him in ; and not only himſelf, but as many 
of the Soldiers as thought ficxo enter. A Fault ſo much the more inexct- 
{able, for that a Petty State ought always to be continually miſtruſtful of 
her Prote&ors, who generally ſeck Occaitons only ro make thernſelyes ab- 
ſolute Maſters of thoſe that have recourſe to 'em for Aid. This Truth, 
which all paſt Ages, and a thouſand Experieyces have render'd Famous, 
was either unknown to Them, or elſe they thought it not convenient to 
be. ſo. Prudent, - They thought the King of France would have been {> 
generous, - as to grant 'em his Afiftance gratis, and without any other 
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Deſign but that of humbling Charles V. his Enemy : fo rhat the Conſtable 
accompliſh'd his Defign with all theEaſineſs he could defire. ' Heenter'd 
the City, and after he had got into it as many Officers and Soldiers as 
he t r convenient, he feign'd himſelf fick, and ſent for the Mayor 
and Sheriffs, telling 'em, That he defird 'em to be Witneſſes to his 
Laſt Will and Teſtament, beſides ſeveral other things of Importance which 
he had ta reveal to 'em. But when they were met together in his Cham- 
ber, he ſtarred up of a ſudden, and ſtabb'd' the Mayor with his Dagger to 
the Heart; The Signal being thus given, the Officers did the ſame to the 
Sheriffs ; and then crying, The Town's our own, drew their Soldiers toge- 
ther in a moment, ſeiz'd upon all the moſt conſiderable Places and Ave- 
nues, eſpecially the two Gates at which they enter'd ; fo that neither the 
Burgeſfſes, nor the ſmall Garriſon they had, were in a Condition to make 
any Refiftance. Toxl and Verdun follow'd the Fate of etz, the laſt of 
which Cities the King of Frarce.gave to the Cardinal of Lorrain. How- 
ever, after this, the Proteſtants of Germany would never confide in him 
more, but forſook both him and his Afſiſtance oy wi Charles V. 
accompliſh'd his Detgns with Eaſe; and having defeated. 'em, depos'd the 
Duke of Saxony, and inveſted his Youngeſt Son in the Eleforal Dignity. 
* After which, pufft up with his Victory, he fate down before erz with 
2 powerful Army, and Six and forty Pieces of Cannon ; but through the 
vigorous Reſiſtance of the Duke of Gzi/e, who Commanded in the Town, 
he was con{train'd to raiſe his Siege with conſiderable Loſs. - Since which 
time, theſe Cities have never been ſeparated from the Crown of France;

TÞe bare Reherſal after what manner the King of France made himſelf 
Maſter of. theſe Three Cities, isſufficient to make it evidently appear, 
that he holds 'em by no Juſt Title. 'Tis true, That from the time of 
Henry 11. till the End of 'the Reign of Lewis XIII, they kept 'em only un- 
der the Colour of ProteCtion ; and all Litigious Controverſies were remoy'd 

ro the Imperial Chamber of Spire. But about the Year 1633. Lewis XII]. 

believing that a Poſſeſſion of about Seventy or Eighty Years, was enough to

Eftate, being at War with the Emperor ; fnce which time, the Reſtitution - 
of *em- had.not been ſtipulated m any Treaty. That the Rights of the 
Empire were fo far vaniſh'd and loſt on this ſide the Rhine, as if the Lands 
lay open to the Firi# Occupant ; thus Originally Holland and Switzerland 
held of the Empire though now .they were acknowledg'd to be Sovereign 
States. .To all this he added the Conſent of the People, who had willingly 
exchang'd his ProtoQtion into SubjeCtion to his Government, But not- 
vithtanding all this, 'tis evicent, that theſe Cities were uſurp'd by manifeſt 
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Violence and Treachery ; and though the Conſent of the People be ak 
ledg'd, they underwent this Alteration of their Condition as an Opr.cefſion :. 
and we doubt not, but that inur'd as they are to French Dominion, they. 
would be cordially glad of their former Liberty, might they have it reſtor'd 
'em. However, were it not, but that on the contrary, the Citizens of A4erz, 
Toxl, and Verdun, ſhould proteſt a hunder'd rimes, that-they defir'd to re- 
main French, what is to be thency inferr'd againſt the Emperor ? His Rights 
of Sovereignty remain entire, and the King of France 1s bound to ſwear 
—_ , and do him Homage for the ſaid Cities. Thus admits of no Con- 
tradiction.

Neither do theſe, any more then the former, extend any further then: 
the Sovereignty. For which reaſon, without looking back to the Par- 
fition between the Children of Zewis the Debonaire, by which you will 
find that thoſe Provinces fell to Zothaire, we muſt fay, That fince thar 
time, they were a Part of the Kingdom of Burgwndy, which held of the: 
Empire ; and that afrer the Death of the laſt King, being: re-annex'd to 
the Body of the Empire, they were again alienated under the ame Condi- 
tion of Liege Fief, and Homages by Henry the Emperor, who ere&ted the 
Earldom of Arles into a Kingdon, in favour of Count Bozon ; which hap- 
pen'd upon this Occaſion. The Empreſs was accus'd of Adultery by the 
Prince of Arhalt, and the Connt of Afansfeild, Bozon, who thought he 
knew her to be a Vertuous Lady, could not brook fo great a Calumny, 
and therefore reſoly'd to defend her by Force of Arms, according to the 
Cuſtoms of thoſe Times. Thereupon he went to the Emperor's Court, 
but 5»cognito, and arm'd at all Points preſented himſelf on Horſe-back be- 
fore the Gate of the Palace, and there fix'd up a Challenge againſt thoſe 
that accus'd the Empreſs of Unchaſtity, either to make good their Calum- 
ny, or fight him. Immediately che Emperor ſent for the Prince of Anhatr, 
and the Count of Mansfeildand order'd em toundertake the Combat : bur 
they were both vanquiſh'd ; and Bofor: having laid 'em ſprawling upon the 
Ground, conſtrain'd 'em to confeſs the Truth. A Third alſo, who would 
maintain the two former to be Perſons of Honour, had the ſame Deſtiny. 
Which done, Boſon, thus Victorious, retreated, without ſo much as lifting 
up the Vizor of his Helmet, and return'd Horae. But the Emperor, impa- 
tient to know him, caus'd himto be follow'd ; and underſtanding who he 
was, ſent Embaſſadors to him,on purpoſe to return him Thanks, and gave 
him-a Part of the Ancient Kingdom of Burg«ndy, with the Title of K:ng of 
Arles ; of which he-was King, both He and his Succefſors; for Four Gene- 
rations, till the Race failing, the Kingdom return'd ro the Empire, by 
Right of Reverſion and'Succefſion ; the Emperor Conrade IT. who reign'd 
at that time, being Brother-in-Law to Roaophns the laſt King, who be- 
queath'd him his- Kingdom upon his Death-bed, By which _— tae 
| mpire.

 - Einaire acquir'd a Title to that Country ; or rather corroborated the” for- 
mer: Far all the Kings of Frazce, of the Second Race, or of the Third 
R ace afrer them, never pretended to'it. After the Death of Rodolphus it 
was, that the Archbiſhop of Treves took upon him the Title of Chancellor 
of the Empire per gum Aretenſe, At length in Proceſs of time there ' 
were four particular Lordſhips or Signories eredted in the Kingdom ; that

REore we come to the Particular Concerns of th? Houſe of Auſtria, it

of the means by whuch ir arriv'd at ſo Righ'a Pinacle of Grandeur wherein 
it was in the Time of Char/cs V, by 
The Generality of Hiſtorians are not agreed in their Opinions concern- 
ing the Original of che Houle of Aria, no more then in a grezt Num- 
ber of other Revolutions as Memorable as that. Bur according to the Sen- 
timents of Trithemires, Larins, Pieſecurpuis, Munſter, Thigri,  Fierdorpins, 
and ſome others, it deſcends from the Houſe of France, and takes its Riſe 
from Sigebert, the Son of Tocedevert, who at that time contendigs with 
his Brother Thiers for the Kingdom of . detz, was murder'd by his Mo- 
ther Brancharlt, who not content to have embru'd her Hands in the Blood 
of her Son, perſecuted her Children alſo, one of which *ſhe murder'd. and 
caus'd the other. ro fiye che Kingdom, and to ſeek to the Emperog Lothaire 
his Kinſman tor ſhelter. This was that ſame Sigebert who built the Caſtle 
of Habspurg, which the Emperor for his ſake erected into an Earldom, 
and from whom deſcended all the Earls of that Name, till Rodolphas, 
who was eletted Emperor in 1275. and who inveſted his Son A4/ert in the 
Dukedom of Ax/tria, from whence he took the Title, which his Succeſſors 
have continu'd ever ſince. This Emperor was Emperor after his Father ; 
but when he dy'd, the Empire devoly'd- into another Family : Nor did it 
return to the Houſe of Atria, till the Year 1438. under Albert the I1. 
and fincethat to this very Day, At has all along continu'din ir. Upon the
